He was appointed North Side 
captain here following the death of 
Captain Frank Coffey, who was shot 
by Tom Cooper. 
The new police official is declared 
to have made trips after more than 
four hundred prisoners during his 
career of twenty years and to have 
never failed to bring back his man.

Man Who Today Builds an Unattrao- 
tlve or Commonplace House Is 
Behind the Times. 


There Is no excuse In these days for 
building 
an 
ugly 
or 
commonplace 
house. 
A generation ago not many 
capable architects w ere available, es­ 
pecially In the western country. Even 
when they were, the prevailing taste 
ran to frills of tu rrets and Jig saw 
work. 
The beauty of simplicity was 
not known, and 
the architect who 
stood out for it often found his client 
obdurate. 
All that has changed. A comparison 
Of the bulk of the houses built In the 
eighties and nineties with those of 
m ore recent years will reveal how far 
th e country has come. 
The number of 
competent 
architects 
has increased, 
and of even g reater Importance, the 
stock of sound architectural Ideas has 
become widely diffused. 
Books and m agazine articles on the 
subject 
have 
multiplied 
amazingly. 
The 
prospective 
builder 
ought, 
of 
course, to avail himself of the services 
o f a good architect. 
But even if he 
fails to do this he can find In the pub­ 
lic library excellent designs to m eet 
his needs. 


City Planning Public's Business. 
Real city planning is neither a pri­ 
v ate enterprise nor a move for “the 
city beautiful.” 
It is primarily a b u s i ­ 
ness enterprise and 
its benefits ac­ 
cru e to the public at large. A planning 
commission, with the ald both of plan­ 
ning experts and tho city government, 
cannot hope to succeed in its work 
without the ald of the public. 
T h e fact 
that 
planning must 
he 
m ade popular was emphasized at an 
im portant session of the realtors' c o n ­ 
vention. 
W hatever method Is adopt d, 
a planning commission, after first care­ 
fully preparing its plans must “sell” 
'Its* Ideas and 
aim s 
to 
the people. 
Through constant publicity the pub­ 
lic must be educated to see the needs 
and the benefits of a businesslike or­ 
dering of the city’s development, and 
m ust lie made to share the labor in­ 
volved and to contribute to the cost.—

than eight minutes of arc from it that 
has the same large proper motion aud 
the 'same parallax, and he concludes 
th a t the two stars m ust undoubtedly 
be connected.

One of the helps of the livestock 
feeder which Is being used more gen­ 
erally every day is the crude, or low 
grade, molasses from a sugar mill. 
The value of the feed has been found 
to be not only in the actual nutrition 
content, as indicated by the analysis.

ly succulency, but akin to that—which 
makes it an appetizer.

I was about two years hauling 
logs for a saw mill on the West Fork 
of the Trinity river. 
I had ten yoke 
of oxen and two wagons. 
I hauled 
logs and had them sawed on the 
shares, and sold my part of the lu m ­ 
ber at $3 per hundred feet. 
I furnished and delivered the lu m ­ 
ber for the first school house at P a r ­ 
adise Prairie; 
this was at the old 
town called El Dorado and old Broth­ 
er Hines of Bridgeport, told me he 
had preached in this school house, 
and that he thought it was still 
standing. 
This house has been built 
about forty-four years. 
I drove eight yoke of oxen hitched 
to one wagon when I had an extra 
heavy load; 
five yoke of oxen to a 
wagon made a good logging team. 
We could drive our teams without 
any lines on them, and would use a 
long ox whip to drive them with. 
There was no riding an the wagon 
while d r iv in g , but a fellow had to 
walk and keep the team moving. 
I 
have heard ox drivers say that they 
could knock the horns off of a team 
of steers and drive them through the 
eye of a needle; 
I believe I could 
have done the same thing of the eye 
of the needle had been large enough. 
We did not make as good time on 
the road with our oxen as we do in 
our Fords; 
fifteen or twenty miles 
a day was counted good dring. 
I sold my ox teams and decided I 
had better go to school for a while. 
The U. S. government put in some 
saw mills on Sandy for the purpose 
of sawing lumber to build Fort Rich­ 
ardson at Jacksboro, with United 
States soldiers stationed at the saw­ 
mill, as the Indians were still giving 
some trouble, and the people moved 
to the saw- mill for protection. 
There 
were enough children at the mill to 
have a small subscribtion school. For 
the school they had a small log house 
covered with clap-boards and no floor 
except the earth. 
We used the soft 
side of oak slabs for seat. 
For a 
teacher a Dutchman was employed, 
and the school moved along nicely 
until the teacher would get too much 
booze and have to lay off for a few 
days. 
My father lived four miles 
from the school house and I went to 
school on horseback. 
Mark McCord 
and his wife were students at this 
school; 
also Billie Glass, who after­ 
school, joined the Texas rangers and 
wras killed in a fight against the In­ 
dians at Lost Valley in Young coun­ 
ty. 
He w-as brought back to 
O M 
Glasco on Pringle Creek for burial. 
We had only six months’ school 
three months on summer and three 
months the next. 
This was the first 
school taught in this part of Wise 
county. 
Alter this, we had an op­ 
portunity to have a public school if 
we had a house; 
ive went out on 
the land now owned by Tom Lassi­ 
ter and put up a little log house with 
a dirt floor, and covered with boards. 
We sawed out a log on the nortii 
side for a window, as we thought the 
teacher would want plenty of Ugh’. 
We chinked the cracks and daubed 
them with red clay. 
This house went 
by the name of “ Sling Mud.” 
My 
wife went to school there; 
also Bob, 
Lula and John Mount, Arthur Mor­ 
row and his sister, Dorothy, brother 
j and sister of Isaac Morrow. 
Mrs. 
Loa Sands taught the first school in 
this house and Col. Word was the 
second and last teacher ar “Sling 
Mud." 
With the Indian troubles over and ] 
the country beginning to settle up 
it became necessary to have a better j 
school house and nearer the center' 
I 
of the community. 
It was decided ro j 
build a school house on the west 
prong of Dry Creek on Cal Mount’s 1 
land. 
Each man was ro cut a certain i 
number of house logs, haul them in, 
and a double log house was built. 
We had a good house for this new 
county. 
Col. Word taught th*1 first 
school at this place. 
John Burton 
was the second teacher. 
While we 
were putt ini: up this house some oho* 
proposed calling it “ Katy Grove.” 
This house stood where Barnhill’:; 
garage now stands. 
On the fourth of July, 1877, we 
had a picnic at this place. 
All came 
to the picnic for many miles around; 
five or six miles in those days wits 
no distance for p-ople to go on a 
pinic or to a dance. 
If we had any 
speaking on this occasion, I do not 
remember 
except a few speeches we 
young fellows made to the girls! 
When the noon hour arrived the la­ 
dies spread dinner on the ground: 
w e had a good feed in the way of 
boiled ham, roast beef, fried chicken, 
chicken pie, cakes, pies, bread, pick­ 
les and Ii or coffee. 
There were for­ 
ty-five people at this picnic ait told, 
tind everybody enjoyed himself im­ 
m e n s e l y , as it was the firsr picnic 
ever held in this part of the county. 
George .Moi row, Cal Mount. Georg* 
and Tsali Rich, R. I’. Cox. father of 
Mitch Fax, If. I’. Morris and Mount 
Holden were the old ne ii at 
this 
pionic. 
Thoro ar*' only four of th* 
attendants left ar Chico: 
Mrs. Mar 
tim I Mf ant, R* \ 
Stanfield, Charley 
Rich aud myself. 
After ti time J. I'. Brown, father o 
J. T. Brown 
o 
tie* 
B r o w n Hotel, 
came in 1 877 and bought the land 
from <’iii Mount where the school 
hnus.- was built. 
He put up a b u s ­ 
iness house and opened up a general 
merchandise business. 
He beld a 
public sale of town lots and Bob 
Cates of Decatur was the auctioneer. 
He sold s o m e lots and gave some 
away to get the people the build here. 
The town was established, but w ith ­ 
out a name. 
Mr. Brown wanted to 
name it Chico; 
Mont Holden w a n t­ 
ed to name it Mounterville; 
it was 
left to a vote of the people, and Chi­ 
ro won by just one vot e. 
It was 
named after Chico, California.
